Like many young 
men, who on their entrance on life, 
do not like to be shackled with 
political trammels, and give up their 
out-door enjoyments for Committees 
and Morning Sittings, Mr. Chaplin 
declined offers of representing some 
of his native constituencies, and 
showed his really sporting spirit by 
Proceeding. in company with Sir 
Frederick Johnstone, to Upper India, 
for the purpose of shooting tigers, 
elephants, and other jungle game, 
aving accomplished this errand, 
fr. Chaplin returned to England, 
and his advent on the Turf began to 
be talked of, and was ono of the 
topics of the day. Jt did not take 
Place, however, 60 early as was an- 
ticipated; and it was not until the 
Commencement of the present year, 
that ihe lull in the sporting world 
Was broken by the announcement

“ Specials,” has already been told, and might be made the groundwork 
of a melodramt. ‘There is no occasion to enlarge either upon the 
failure of Breadalbane’s debut at Newmarket; or the manner in which 
Broomielaw won at Chester, as both are matters of history. Still the 
Breadalbane mania did not abate until after the Derby, in which race 
he ran £0 badly, that even his worst enemies were compelled to avow 
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| their belief that it was too bad to be trne. ‘To our own minds he 
| seemed dry as achip, and unable to act on the hard ground, while his 
| high action Jed to the belief that he would tire; which proved to be 
the case, as Alderoft had to be at him before he had gone half a mile, 
and could scarcely keep him on his legs coming round ‘Tattenham. 
So different a climax to that which had been anticipated, led to a

be money, it is not unnatural that a 
difference of opinion should have 
existed, and been expressed. But 
as far as regards Mr, Chaplin per- 
sonally, no two ideas have ever been 
entertained as to his general good 
nature and strictly honourable mode 
of dealing. Not over-exultant when 
he wins, he loses with a philosophic 
indifference worthy of one of the old 
Turf celebrities, and if he sets his 
heart on @ yearling he is not easily 
atopped. ‘This was the more par- 
ticularly evinced, when at Mr. 
Blenkiron’s sale last year, Mr. W. 
Morris started a colt at a thousand 
guineas before Mr. ‘Tattersall had 
finished reading his name out. This 
no doubt looked like busineas, but 
Mr. Chaplin's offer of fifteen hun- 
dred, in a quiet tone, looked so 
much more 60, that his opponent 
pulled up at once, and Mr, Tatter- 
sull, in mute astonishment at the 
magnitude of the offer, knocked the 
animal down to him at the second 
bid. In addition to a racing stud, 
Mr, Chaplin has formed a breeding 
one, of which Queen Mary, the 
dam of Broomielaw, is at the head ; 
and has entered into the spirit of the 
affair in a manner which promises 
to endure Jonger than his Jove for 
the Turf. Myr. Chaplin, we should 
add, is one of the handsomest sub- 
scribers {o the Burton Hunt, ard one 
of the best performers across country 
within ita limits; and, putting all 
bis attrivutes together, he may be 
pronounced aa fair a specimen of

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The long wished-for rain came just in time to impart elasticity to 
the heath at the last Turf congress but one this season at head-quar- 
ters, The result was that we had a few more competitors during 
the week than was generally calculated upon, and the racing was 
really very interesting, having particular bearings upon future 
events, especially upon the Cambridgeshire and the Derby. 

Of the twenty-seven animals that contested the Cesarewitch, a 
dozen of them were three-year-olds, ten were four-year-olda, and 4 
quintette five-year-olds, so that the sixth and aged divisions were 
not represented. Yor the twelfth time since the race was inaugu- 
rated, the laurels were gained by a three-year-old; and we were 
fortunate enough to predict his success. He did not, however, 
score his victory without an exceedingly hard tussle with a rank 
outsider, and the pair came in almost by themselves, as, what be- 
tween certain animals (who were meant) that really could not stay 
the distance, others that were literally ‘shut out,” and some who 
were heavily backed and did not run a yard, there was quite a clear 
stage, which we prepared our readers for last week, ‘The winner, 
Balpinctes, ia a’bay colt by Trumpeter, out of May Bell (by Hetman 
Platoff, dam by Sultan out of Salute, by Muley), standing fifteen 
hands three inches high, the property of Captain King, and trained 
by Henry Goater at Littleton, He is a very nice animal, level 
made, muscular, and lengthy, with plenty of bone and a good oor. 
Fie is blood-like, with a white star on his forehead, and # neat 
white heel, beautiful shoulders, good girth, nicely arched loina, rare 
quarters, well shaped and sound forelegs, and large clean hooks, Aa 
a two-year-old, he was fancied for the Derby, but he did not come 
up to his trainer’s expectations this spring, for, independent of 
being a little bit ‘ currish,” he was only capable to separate Jack 
o'Lanternand Sydmonton in the Craven week, the former of whom was 
accepted as a roarer, and the latter was not near in form, Time, 
however, has done much for Salpinctes, as he has grown into a 
vastly improved horse ; and, having recently been successfully tried 
with Lord Portsmouth’s colt above mentioued, the stable thought 
him good enough to stand for this race. At the same time, know- 
ing the uncertainty of his temper, and he being an awkward animal 
for alight boy to ride, they were fearful of trusting hiin too heavily, 
and the consequence is that his owner does not win a very great 
stake over him, Tn fact, the largest winners are Sir Wredorick 
Johnstone and My, Frederick Swindells, who executed the commis- 
sion,

SICKNESS AMONG POULTRY. 

I am sorry to say the disease among poultry is no fancy ; there is a 
good dealin this neighbourhood. My yard ia considered by my farmer 
friends to be absurdly well taken care of. ‘There is a good house, kept 
scrupulously clean, all the adjuncts of dust bath, water pans, dry runs, 
and three flelds of three acres bach, in which the fowls have full 
liberty, good food, and plenty of it; but allin vain. T have just lost 
» Brahma cock for which I gave £1 1s. a short time since—the third 
which has died in the same way. He seemed moping, and [ found him 
very thin, The only noticeable ailment was’a difficulty of breathing 
after eating, and an inflamed mouth and tongue, with Jittle ulcers on 
it, In spife of careful nursing and feeding he died: the comb and 
eyes were bright to the last. ‘The hens seem to escape better; I have 
only Jost one; but the young chickens are dying rapidly ; seemingly 
well one hour, and the next evidently dying. 

One peculiarity in the cocks was a constant ehaking the head, but 
no gaping, nor indeed any symptom to guide me an to their malady. I 
shall be glad if anyone can suggest the nature of the complaint or a 
cure, 

T have acomplaint among the ducks also. They are fat and well 
one day, and the next the crop looks groatly distended, but no food in 
it. ‘The voice beeomos & harsh croak; they refuse to eat, but drink 
incessantly ; diarrhea follows, and in two or three days they die. Up 
tothe present time they have been remarkably fine ducks, in capital 
condition, Ag I have lost several I shall be much obliged for any 
light thrown on their-disease and its treatment. M.

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KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Every piece of ground that now becomes vacant should have the 
requisite quantity of dung laid on, and trenching should be carried oD 
at every favourable opportunity. It is not good management to leave 
pieces of ground in a rough untidy state until spring, when, from 
pressure of other work, the trenching is frequently imperfectly per- 
formed, or the ground not trenched at all, thereby neglecting one of 
the fundamental principles of good gardening. ‘To be beforehand 
with time isa maxim which every one should endeavour to keep 
before his eyes, and those who look forward to having good crops 
next year must now begin to make the requisite preparations, As* 
paragus, when the tops are decayed cut them off close to the ground, 
the beds to be then made clean, and afterwards covered 3 or 4 inches 
deep with rotien dung or decayed leaves, the alleys to remain as they 
are and not be dug out, as by so doing many of-the roots are injured. 
Cabbage, the main spring crops to be planted out as early as possible. 
Those which were planted in August for Coleworts should be earthed- 
up. Cauliflowers, prick them out in places convenient for covering 
with a frame, the soil to be light but not too rich. Oauliflowers may 
also now be taken up for storing away. ‘There are various methods 
of doing this, one of the best is to choose the most solid heads, take 
them up with the roots, denude them of the greater portion of thé 
leaves, and bary the roots and stems in leaf mould or old tan in an airy 
shed. Oncumbers, this month may be said to be the commencement of 
the professed Cucumber-growor'’s year; the seed-bed should now b® 
made with well-worked dung over a layer of faggots, the frame to bé 
then put on, and when the heat is up the dung inside the frame should 
be forked up every other morning for a week or ten days, at the end 
of which time it ‘will be ready to receive the seed, if the dung wad 
properly werked previously to making itinto a bed. Dwarf Kidney 
Beans, the first sowing in pots should now be earthed-up as they re 
quire it. Ifthey are placed over a flue or hot-water pipes in a forcing; 
house, the pots should siaud in saucers when the fires are kept goin 
othorwise the soil at the bottom of the pots will get very dry, Endive 
continue to blanch it. An expeditious and very good way ig to invert 
flower-pots overit when it iain a very dry state, Lettuce, continue t? 
pant the Cabbage varieties ia frames for winter use. The Cos varieties 
or spring use should also be planted on a sheltered border ag soon 8 
they are of suflicient size. Sea-kale, gather seed wheu ripe, and 48 
soon as the leaves begin to decay clear them away. It is necessary t0 
do this as early as possible, when it is required for early forcing: 
Turpips, thin the late sowing, but it is not necessary to leave them ab 
80 great a distance apart ay the spring and early autumn-sowing® 
Take every opportunity of clearing the ground from weeds, In thé 
best-kept gardens they are jtroublesome at this season, more especially 
as the present one has been exceedivgly favourable for ripening seed. 


FRUIT GARDEN. 

Look over fruit remaining out of doors frequently, and gather it 4 
it becomes ripe. Also examine that stored in the fruit-room, as ther? 
will occasionally be found a few decaying for a fow weeks after housitgs 
and these should be removed as soon as preceived. Keep the fruit 
room cool and airy in order to allow of the escape of moisture given Oo! 
by the fruit, which is considerable for a few weeks at tirat. Where it 
is intended to make fresh plantations of fruit ‘trees this season, th? 
ground should be prepared at the earliest convenience, and any fres 
soil to be used for planting should be thoroughly exposed to the actio® 
of the weather, so as to have it in a mellow state when wanted [oF 
use, ‘Trim and dress Strawberry plantations, and be careful to injur® 
the leaves of the plants as little as possible, and avoid deep diggiPé 
between the rows, by which the roots would be injured. 


FLOWER GARDEN. 
The principal work in this department for the present will be mow 
ing and clearing-up, and if anything like neatness is to be maintaines 
sweeping-up leaves will soon require daily attention. Let the early, 
flowering spring bulbs be all planted and the Carnation layers potte 
or planted out. Lose no time in planting offset ‘Tulips, and any of th? 
main yoots which do not appear in a healthy state.

DEER FIGHT IN HAMPTON COURT HOME PARK, 

A correspondent of the Times says :—\ I was witness this morning 
October 4) of a fight between two buck deer in the Home Park at 
ampton Court, an account of which, as the circumstances under 
Which it took place were most peculiar, may perhaps bo of interest to 
your readers. J entered the Home Park by the lodge gate leading to 
the stud-house, and found, immediately upon entering the park, two 
eer engagod in a ferocious conflict, their antlers crashing and crack- 
ing together as they charged the one against the other, At first. 1 re- 
Rarded the combat as one of those ordinary misunderstandings which 
are wont to take place occasionally among the gentlemen deer in the 
parks, but Isoon became aware of my mistake, for upon closely scru- 
linising the combatants I perceived that their antlers were fastened 
together by a strong and twisted coil of rope, about a yard in length, 
£0 that no streneth either possessed was suilicient to break or separate 
the one animal from the other. At one moment, in their endeavours 
to get free, they would rush down an avenue at raciug pace, always, 
Owever, very naturally, running a dead heat. Then theywould coma 
to a sudden Salt, and Aa another furious sot-to, Frequently they 
Would run up to a tree and pull at the rope round the tres, striving, 
48 it were, by pulling backwards against each other to break the rope 
that bound them together. On one occasion, in their fury, they came 
&t full epoed against a portion of the paddock walls. ‘The contest for 
More than ten minutes appeared equal on both sides, but at length the 
greater weight of one began to tell, and the smaller deer got dreadfal 
Pieusok For atime it wonld He at full length on the ground, 

leeding copiously from its mouth and severely stabbed in several 
places, while its more powerful adversary stood pantiog by its side. 
Again and again the unequal fight was renewed. ~All this time au 
Assistant of the gamekeeper assured mo that it was useless to attempt 
to separate the poor wounded beasts until the stronger ono became 
More exhausted, and neither he nor I had a knife with which the rope 
might have been possibly cut. Later on, a gamekeeper, who seemed to 
have more authority, more knowledge, or perhaps more pluck, together 
With a third individual, joined the party, as the stronger deer rapidly 
described circlea with his hind legs, while hia head, attached by the 
ropes, to the antlers of his prostrate adversary, formed the centre. 
Aiter, perhaps, a score or so of such circles had been described, firat 
one hind leg, then the other was forcibly seized, and then tho antlers, 
y one or other of the keeper's assistants, the stronger deer was 
thrown on his back, the ropes that bound the two animals were cut, 
and the victorious deer waa too happy to make his escape. Tho othor 
poor animal was so terribly wounded that it was found necessary to 
cut its throat upon the spot, ‘The most extraordinary cause of this 
deadly strife remains to be explained, I was assured that the two deer 
got their antlers entangled in some cords which had been left out near 
tome one of the park lodges, aud upon which some linen had been put 
out todry. When the cords were ultimately cut, one of the men re- 
Marked that if four or five men had been employed to twist and fasten 
them round the antlers of the two bucks the work could not have been 
more effectually performed,

SUMMARY OF THE WEEK. 


Drury Lant.—' Macbeth ” and “ Comus” have sufliced during the 
week to draw great andiences, and will probably hold their places in 
the bill fora week or two longer, The preparations for the grand stage 
revival of “ King John” are bebe pushed forward actively, however. 
HAYMARKET: The opening of this theatre—the last home of genuine 
English comedy—on Monday evening attracted a full audience. Our 
account of the entertainment, which consisted solely of stock pieces, 
will be found below. Prrnoczss's: Since the first performance of “It 
is Never Too Late to Mend” several of the more revolting features of 
the model prison scene have been expunged, and, according to a special 
advertisement put forth by the manager, the applause given to the 
whole piecs and the rapt attention bestowed upon tho “ thrilling 
scenes” by overflowing audiences, enable him to retain upon his stage 
an exhibition which the most thoughtful and experienced critics of the 
London Press have emphatically declared to be degrading to dramatic 
art, and injurious tothe public taste. Our opinion is, that his persiat- 
ence in retaining soones which cannot possibly give to the spectator 
any gratification that is not of a morbid and shameful kind is a pro+ 
seeding altogether bad in policy; and we shall be disappointed in our 
anticipation if he does not, in the long run, find it to be so. ADELPHI! 
The bill at this nightly crowded theatre indicates no sign of change; 
andif appearance may be trusted, “ Rip Van Winkle ” will be attraction 
enough for the next two or three months. OLympic: The only notice. 
able fact in connection with the performances at this theatre isthe sub- 
stitution of Mr. F, Allen for Mr. G. Vincent, in the part of Count 
Karateff, in the “Serf.” Mr. F. Allen has, evidently, been a hard- 
working country actor, but we fail to recognise in his acting any 
quality worthy of commendation.

In spite of the steadily down-pouring rain of Monday evening a 
smiling crowd assembled in the ‘little theatre in the Haymarket” to 
welcome back the only really well-organised comedy-company in the 
kingdom. It is no wonder that Mr. Buckstone looks so bright and 
cheeruppy when such laughing and demonstrative crowds gather to- 
gether to cheer him at tho outset of what ia generally a very serious 
undertaking, but seems to him rather a delightful pastime. With the 
exception of afew erratic wanderings into the region of burlosque 
from time to time, he has ‘ put his foot down” firmly on the ground of 
English comedy, and as long as he maintains his position he will be the 
most popular manager in London. Tho man who almost from yoar’s 
end to year’s end ensures ua a hearty innocent langh is a real bencfao- 
tor of his kind, and is sure of boing made much of by the public he 
serves. Thus the greeting accorded to Mr, Buckstone on Monday 
evening was almost like that which springs from warm personal re- 

ard. For the members of the Haymarket company who have long 
bean associated with their highly esteemed manager, the reception 
was not less cordial; and the eeason thus commences most auspiciously, 
Their performance of the “School for Scandal” hardly calls for 
critical notice. Since the death of William Farren there has been no 
Sir Peter Teazlo superior to that of Mr, Chippendale, The Sir Ben-« 
r. Buckstone has always been one of his most ad 
mirable high-eamady parts, and has lost nono of ita point, His Mr, 
Golightly ia * Lend Me Five Shillings” is as exeraciatingly funny as 
it was-—well a great many years ago, This piece, with the farce of 
* Rasy Shaving,” in which Miss Louis Keeley plays ber original part, 
complete an entertainment mirth-provoking enough to make an ase 
cetic grim.

Belcher was born at Bristol, in 1781, and was a grandson of the cele- 
brated Slack. His first pugilistic performance took place in March, 
1798, when he fought and boat one Britton with the greatest caso, and 
in 1799, when only nineteen years of age, he fought and beat the cele- 
brated Paddington Jonos, for twenty-five guineas, in thirty-three 
minutes, After this, in 1799, hefougnta draw with Jack Bartho- 
lomew. A second fight with the same pugilist took place May 15, 
1800, when they fought for 300 guineas, on a stage on Finchlsy Oom- 
mon, Little sparring was exhibited on either side. Bartholomew, a 
Btronger man than his youthful opponent, who was still under twenty, 
attempted to beat him out of hand by * roughing it,” and early in the

which is a point open todoubt. The Child of the Sun is divided in 
four parts tthe drama, w6 mean, of course), ® prologae, and three acta. 
In the prologue —the action of which is introduced by certain ballet 
performances, rand de rien, aud taking about twenty minutes to get 
through, acertain elderly gentleman, who is at the time dying of some 
unnamed disorder, is found to be a rich Mexican planter of the name 
of Don Pedro de Mendez, represented, with a senility altogether 
sympathetic with tho spirit of the part, by Mr. J. Elphinstone, This 
Dou Pedro has a very evil-minded nephew, Don Fernando by name 
(Mr. Basil Potter), who appears inthe disguise of a monk’s dress and 
acts a8 father coufessor to his invalid uncle, from whom he learns some 
facts that deeply interest him, In the course of a long fit of spasms, 
Don Pedro informs the simulated monk that a creole lady to whom he 
was wedded, and whom he bad put away in some summary manner 
on the ground of infidelity, is reestablished in his confidence; also that 
Leon (Miss Adah Isaacs Menken), a creole youth hitherto treated as 
a slave, is the legitimate offspring of the wrongfully discarded wife 
and heir to the estate of his then and there dying father, who has pre- 
nared a paper coutaining all necessary explanations, This highly 
important pieces of writing is confided to the monk, who has no sooner 
got it into his possession than he throwsoff his diguise, laughs a horrid 
laugh, etrangles his uncle, calls in band of brigauds, of whom he is the 
leader, carries off Juanita (Miss Kate Carson), with whom Leon is 
wildly and—being, as he thinks himself, a slaye—hopelessly in love. 
From this point, we confess, the plot of the “Ohild cf the Sun” is too 
much for our analytical faculty, A number of scenes follow, but we 
failto discover their meaning. We strongly suspect, in fact, that they 
have no meaning at all, and that, in styinging them together, Mr. John 
Hrougham's only design has been to play off an enormously ponderous 
and dull joke upon manager, actors, and audience, There is but one 
situation ia the whole piece that is not childishly nongensical ; 
this occurs in the early part of the * first aot,” Leon ig discoveredin 
thea service of Dona urnacda acting as a damb cup-bearer to 
ithe brigand chief, His object appears to be to killthe brigand band 
one by one, and to rescue Juanita when her captors are all thus dig- 
posed of.

Of Jate years it has often been suggested that a fourth stamp might, 
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Counties, and a kinsman, we believe, of the famous bitter-ale brewer. 
He says :—" The essentials of a true cricketer are, that he should bear 
and forbear: he must often loss his wicket, but never his good 
humour ; and if it should slip away for a moment, it must be recovered 
a3 s00n as possible. If he wishes to excel he must be bold and active, 
and temperate ia all things: in dealing with a ball as with a neigh- 
bour, ho should eschew all crooked ways and cross practices, and keep 
to the upright and straightforward course, never oyerreach, and al- 
ways on the square. He must remember medio tutissimus, and guard 
his middle stump—not too backward in coming f orward, nor too for- 
ward in goiog back. He must hold his head up, yet fight low; look 
well at hia man, and keep his eyes open. If he play too uppishly, and 
exalt either himself or his ball to the skies, he will certainly be caught 
in the act, and laughed at for his folly; and should remember that if 
he stops a straight ball, he may hit a crooked one; but, if he misses it, 
all his pent up energies and dormant capacities for action will go for 
nothing. When bowling he must use his head ag well as his hands, 
and suiting himself to his company, find ont first his man and thea 
his wicket. Ho must try him high and low, on and off, far and near, 
fast and slow, and confuse his ideas both of time and space. Tha 


‘fieldsman must watch the batter, and work tho equation, ‘given tho 


dodges of the bowler and pitch of the ball, and style of the bataman, 
to find whereabouts the bull will come. [fo must bo the living aud 
lively representation of amiability and good humour, remambering 
that cricket is ® game of play, whereas sour, sulky, Oo passionate 
ebullitions are too mach like earnest. He must leave his books in his 
study, and his ledger in his ecounting-house, and not goin for his 
innings with all the solomnity ofa Breat-p)? ov insolvent's exami- 
nation, The cricketer must obey the laws, and never question the 
judgment either ef his captain or the umpire; a revolutionary spirit 
being not more subversive of kingdoms than of cricket clubs.’—

© horse in a fit state to the post. Whether this is the reason, or a 
Teason or not, the fact remains that the union has not been a suc- 
Cesaful one, 

If we look at the question from another point of view, and endea- 
Vour to ascertain what breed of mares have nicked best with Touch- 
Stone and his sons, we shall find ‘that, almost without an exception, 
that class, or those two classes, rather, which have failed with Bird- 
Catcher and his sons, have been the only two strains from which any 
Unusual amount of success has resulted to the house of Touchstone.

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HOARE AND OANNON FOR £100, 


Ever since the race for the championship betweer Kell 
Ohambers, and the Grand KWweenstalns at Klup's Lyan, separ 
bet ween ‘Norm Hoare and Qoeorge Qannon has formed the prominent 
topic of conversation in rowing circles, Both man are well known to 
fame. Cannon trained for the present match under the care of the re- 
nownod Harry Kelley, and weighodl on the day of the raca 10st Gib. 
Tom Hoare trained at the White Hart, Barnes, under the care of Mr. 
Willcox, The race. came off on Monday, over the usual course from 
Putney to Mortlake, Shortly after five o'clock the men took wp their 
stations at the Aqueduct in drenching rain, which coatinued with- 
out intermission during the whole of the afternoon, Mr, Willcox 
stood umpire for Hoare, who was shown up by George Drewitt, and 
Messenger for Cannon, to whom Harry Kelley acted in the capacity 
of pilot. Cannon having won the tozs, took up his station on the 
Middlesex side, amid the cieors of his partizans; he was almost im- 
mediately followed by Hoare, the former rowing in a guernsey, 
and the lattor in buff, and no time was lost in getting 
ready for the start, At last, after one or two breaks away, both 
men being very anxious to be off, a fair start was effected a fow 
minutes paat five. Cannon was tho first to catch hold of the water, and 
for an instant his boat showed a few feet in front. In another minute 
Hoare had settled down to his work, aud in less than a dozen strokes 
shot right past his opponent, and at Kelley's hadfue.riy drawn himself 
clear. ‘They rowed in this position at a tremendous pace up to Sim 
monds’, when Oannon began to creep up, and at Kishop Creck the two 
were strictly level, Hore, however, the superior strength and reach of 
the below bridge man began to tell, and inch by inch ho improved his
